The Revival Harvest Is Always Ripe 
~ Among Lost Sinners

Throughout these lectures we have felt constrained to 
return repeatedly to the Scripture given in Matthew 9:35-38, 
where Jesus gave us this law that the harvest is plenteous 
but the laborers are few—that the trouble is not with the 
circumstances, the sinners, the world, but with the church, the 
people of God. Let us read that Scripture again with the 
thought in mind that sinners themselves are ripe for the 
harvest, in the sight of the dear Saviour. 


“And Jesus went about all the cities and villages, teach- 
ing in their synagogues,'and preaching the gospel of the 
kingdom, and healing every sickness and every disease among 
the people. But when he saw the multitudes, he was moved 
with compassion on them, because they fainted, and were 
scattered abroad, as sheep having no shepherd. Then saith 
he unto his disciples, The harvest truly is plenteous, but the 
labourers are few; Pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, 
that he will send forth labourers into his harvest. ”__Matt. 


9335-38. 


This passage centers about the 
work Jesus did among the people. 
He taught them in their syna- 
gogues, knowing how hungry were 
their hearts. He preached the gos- 
pel of the kingdom, and the word 
gospel means good news; so the 
people must have felt very hun- 
gry for it and surely heard it 
gladly. He healed every sickness 
and disease among the people; so 
here He calls attention to the 
ravages of sin, the unrest, the 
want and need which are felt 
everywhere in a world of sin. | 


We are told that Jesus “saw the 
multitudes,” fainting. (The term 
is plural; not a single multitude, 
but “multitudes.”) That indicates 
that the people were not only 
needy but felt their need. They fol- 
lowed Christ, hung on to His 
words, sought His help. 


And the great heart of the Lord 
Jesus was moved with compassion 
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on these people. He saw ‘how 
weary and faint, how discouraged 
and whipped they were. He saw 
how they “were scattered abroad, 
as sheep ‘having no_ shepherd.” 
They had no one to whom they 
could go..They had no leader to 
follow. They had no fold for re- 
fuge. 

All this was in the mind of 
the dear Saviour when He said to 
the disciples, “The harvest truly 
is plenteous, but the labourers are 
few; Pray ye therefore the Lord 
of the harvest, that he will send 
forth labourers into his harvest.” 


Not only do sinners need the 
gospel, but they will hear the gos- 
pel. Many of them are hungry for 
the gospel and: eager to accept it, 
if it be preached clearly ‘and with 
boldness and love and tears, in the 
mighty power of the Holy Spirit.

First of all, let me remind you 
that God will never damn you for 
having been born in sin. You had 
no choice in this matter. It just 
happens that “as by one man 
[Adam] sin entered into the world, 
and death by sin; and so death 
passed upon all men, for that all 
have sinned” (Romans 5:12). What 
the Bible does say, however, is that 
to continue in sin, when God has 
provided salvation, is not only to 
confirm your condition and life of 
sin, but to involve yourself in the 
greatest of all sins—the rejection 
of Jesus Christ. Indeed, it is in or- 
der to warn men. of this very sin 
that the Holy Spirit has come into 
the world. We may mention some 
sins, and the Bible may treat of 
others, but it is expressly stated 


be:—““What have you done with 
Jesus which is called Christ?” 


How important it is, therefore, 
that you should answer this ques- 
tion now; for, like Pilate, you:must 
face it, You cannot escape it. You 
cannot evade it. You must give an 
answer! 


I am going to give you three rea- 
sons why it is an inescapable issue. 
In the first place, you cannot escape 
it because the issue is an important 
one. And I want you to get that 
word important, with all its real 
connotation, with all its etymologi- 
cal significance, with all the weight 
behind that word. This is an im- 
portant issue! 

Important Issue 

You say, “Why?” Why, because 
I am going to quote that text first 
with an emphasis on the name. 
“What shall I do then with Jesus, 
which is called Christ?”” My friend, 
it is an important issue, because 
Jesus Christ is the most important 
Person in the entire universe. 

When Pilate looked into the face 
of Jesus that day, he was not deal-

Revival Campaign Report No. 8

With only three weeks to go in the Sword “Revival-by- 


Mail” campaign there is cause for us to rejoice and praise 
His name. At this writing 107 persons have written to Dr. 


Rice professing their own conversion through The Sword 


or Sword literature. 


This report is for the week of 
April 23-28. This week’s mail was 
unusually low, yet there were four 
conversions reported. Prayer list 
requests came from 48 readers and 
59 persons signed the solemn 
pledge and asked for free copies 
of “What Must I Do to Be Saved?” 

The month of April was one to 
be remembered in Sword of the 
Lord headquarters. During April 
we received 8362 letters. Most let- 
ters were filled with thanksgiving 
and praise for blessings received, 
but there were literally hundreds 
of urgent prayer requests. One 
telegram from Canada requested a 
soul winner to contact a dying 
man in Arizona. Scores of parents 
were concerned about sons in the 
armed forces, especially those 
stationed in Korea.

propaganda, wet speeches, and wet 
editorials most erroneous. Any- 
body who espouses with pen or 
tongue or pulpit the cause of error 
unavoidably libels logic, falsifies 
figures, evades facts. License ad- 
vocates and liquor drinkers build 
lovely castles, but in the air with- 
out foundation. License doctors 
have a genius for painting attrac- 
tive pictures-to-be, but their pic- 
tures of bright conditions under 
legalized liquor are worth nothing 
because the perspective is false. 

How can men turn the bulldog 
out of the fenced-in back yard and 
regulate its bite on the main 
street? How can men turn the 
hungry tiger loose and guaran- 
tee that it will have lock-jaw and 
velvet claws? 

To do this is like putting a 
hungry fox, a hungry goose, a 
peck of shelled corn, a dog, and 
a pint of live fleas in one stable, 
expecting the fox not to trouble 
ithe goose, nor the goose the corn, 
nor the, dog the fox, nor the fleas 


the dog. 

We all know that the wunob- 
structed, open, protected, legal 
sale of liquor will insure that 


more whiskey will be drunk than 
when it is obstructed, hindered, 
driven to cover, condemned by 
law, driven off the thoroughfares, 
given its habitat in the byways 
‘and purlieus of the city. 

Liquor is always bad. There 
is not a day nor an hour of any 
day nor any minute of any hour 
when booze is anything but bad. 
All the words of any language 
most skillfully combined and most 
eloquently spoken could not begin 
to describe adequately the entailed 
evils and horrors of strong drink. 

No orator could say as harsh 
things concerning the eagle that 
carried a child from its mother’s 
arms as can truthfully be said 
about the open traffic in _ liquor. 
No man could say as hard things 
about the wolf whose fangs were 
at his mother’s throat as can be 
truthfully said about the liquor 
business. 

For a writer to write fully of 
its horrors, he would have to.-in- 
vent a new vocabulary mightier 
than his native tongue affords. For 
an artist to picture its evils on 
canvas, he would have to paint 
horrors that go beyond the horrors 
of inquisition tortures. For a 
sculptor to carve on marble any 
symbol of its evils, he would have 
to carve the most hideous facial

expressions of the demons of hell. 
All writers, shaping their thoughts 
into poems, dramas, _ tragedies, 
epics, allegories, can say better 
things about traitors, murderers, 
rapists, kidnapers, and baby stran- 
glers than can be thought or writ- 
ten about booze. You can say bet- 
ter things about the _ disfigure- 
ments of smallpox and the devas- 
tation of plagues than about booze. 


Liquor creates in man an un- 
governable appetite. Those ad- 
dicted to it say it is not a de- 
sire, not an appetite, but a pas- 
sion. Ordinary words fail to ex- 
press it: it is more like a raging 
storm; a madness that paralyzes 
the brain; a corrosion that gnaws 
the stomach. It is a storm-fire 
that courses through the veins, 
transgresses every% boundary, and 
fiercely casts aside every barrier. 
It silences reason, stifles consci- 
ence, tramples upon prudence, 
leaps over every good Motive; even 
eternal life and the claims of God 
are as feathers, which it blows out 
of the way. 

What does alcoholic drink do to 
man’s body? it diseases it; it 
crazes his brain, blasts his nerves, 
consumes his liver, inflames his 
heart, and sends a fiery flood of 
conflagration through all the tis- 
sues, till the nervous system often 
culminates in delirium tremens. It 
so saps the recuperative energies of 
the human body that sometimes a 
little scratch upon a drunkard'’s 
skin is a greater injury than a 
bayonet-thrust through and 
through the body of a teetotaler. 
Liquor enthralls the will. A man’s 
will ought to be king; the drunk- 
ard is an abject slave. History has 
demonstrated that the noblest and 
mightiest men have been unable 
to break off the chain when it is 
once riveted. 

By booze men are _ deceived. 
The myth of moderation is abroad 
today. Drink in moderation! You 
had as well talk about committing 
adultery in moderation. You had 
as well talk about committing mur- 
der in moderation. You had as well 
talk about coveting in moderation. 
You had as well talk about steal- 
ing in moderation. You had as well 
talk about envying in moderation. 
You had as well talk about hat- 
ing in moderation. You had as well 
talk about lusting in moderation. 
The myth of moderation is shown 
in California where $280,000,000 .a 
year is paid out to take care

“Fair exchange is no robbery,” 


an old proverb says.

GOFORTH ON REVIVAL 


By Dr. Jonathan Goforth 


Missionary evangeélist in China 1888-1934, under Canadian 
Presbyterian Auspices 


If the Almighty Spirit moves in sovereign power on the 


hearts and consciences of men the outcome must be above if 


the normal. In his introduction to Miss Dyer’s Revival in 
India, Dr. A. T. Schofield says: ‘One thing to be borne in 
mind ts that since the days of Pentecost there is no record 
of the sudden and direct work of the Spirit of God upon 
the souls of men that has not been accompanied by events 
more or less abnormal. It is, indeed, on consideration, only 
natural that it should be so. We cannot expect an abnormal 
inrush of Divine light and power, so profoundly affecting 
the emotions and changing the lives of men, without remark- 
able results. As well expect a hurricane, an earthquake, or 
a flood, to leave nothing. abnormal in its course, as to expect 
a true Revival that is not accompanied by events quite out of 


our ordinary experience.” 


Perhaps no movement of the 
Spirit since Pentecost has been so 
productive of results as the Mora- 
vian Revival of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. We read that about noon, on 
Sunday, August 10th, 1727, “while 
Pastor Rothe was holding the 
meeting at Herrnhut, he felt him- 
self overwhelmed by a wonderful 
and irresistible power of the Lord 
and sank down into the dust be- 
fore God, and with him sank. down 
the whole assembled congregation, 
in an ecstasy of feeling. In this 
frame of mind they continued till 
midnight, engaged in praying and 
Singing, weeping and supplication.” 

The accounts that we have of 
“the Love Feast in Fetter Lane,” 
London, New Year’s Day, 1739, 
give us an insight into the begin- 
nings of another great movement 
which originated in that same peri- 
od, We are told that there were 
about sixty Moravians present at 
the meeting, together with seven 
of the Oxford Methodists, namely, 
John and Charles Wesley, George 
Whitefield, Wesley Hall, Benjamin 
Ingham, Charles Kinchin 
Richard Hutchins, all of them or- 


dained clergymen of the Church.of 


England. Of that meeting Wesley 
writes: “About three in the morn- 
ing, as we were continuing instant 
in prayer, the power of God came 
mightily upon us, insomuch that 
many cried for exceeding joy, and 
many fell to the ground, As soon 
as we were recovered a little from 
that awe and amazement at the 
presence of His Majesty, we broke 
out with one voice—‘We praise 
Thee, O God; we acknowledge Thee 
to be the Lord!’ ”’ 


I was a student at Knox College 
when Mr. Moody conducted a three 
days’ series of meetings in Toronto, 
during the winter of 1883. One of 
his noon meetings was about as 
melting as anything I have ever 
seen. I hardly think there was.a 
dry eye in the assembly that day. 
No one who attempted to pray 
could go very far without break- 
ing down. 


Pentecost Was Normal 
Christianity 

But though we speak of the 
manifestations at Pentecost as be- 
ing abnormal, yet we maintain that 
Pentecost was normal Christianity. 
The results, when the Holy Spirit 
assumed control in Christ’s stead, 
were according to Divine plan. 
Each one was strengthened with 
might by His Spirit in the inner 
man. Christ then did dwell in their 
hearts by faith, and they were 
rooted and grounded in love. They 
were filled unto all the fulness of 
God, and God did work in and 
through them above all that they 
had asked or thought, even unto 
the “exceeding abundantly.” Any- 
thing short of that would have de- 
frauded their Lord of His Calvary 
merits. The purpose of the Holy 
Spirit was to glorify the Lord 
Jesus Christ every day from the 
crowning to the coming. It is un- 
thinkable that He should grow 
weary in well-doing. My conviction 


ds that the Divine power, so mani- 


fest in the Church at Pentecost, 
was nothing more nor less than 
what should be in evidence in the 
Church today. Normal Christianity, 
as planned by our Lord, was not 
supposed to begin in the Spirit and 
continue in the flesh. In the build- 
ing of His temple it never was by 
might nor by power, but always 
by His Spirit. 

The Lord Himself met and foiled 
Satan after first being filled with 


the Spirit. And no child of God 


has ever been victorious over the 
adversary, unless empowered from 
the same source, Our Lord did not 
permit His chosen followers to wit-

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ness a word in His name until en- 
dued with power from on high. 
It is true that before that day they 
were the “born-again” children of 
the Father and had the witness of 
the Spirit, But they were not the 
Lord’s efficient co-workers and 
never could be until Spirit-filled. 
This Divine empowering is for us 
as for them. We, too, may do the 
works which our Lord did, yea and 
the greater works. The Scriptures 
convey no other meaning to me 
than that the Lord Jesus planned 
that the Holy Spirit should con- 
tinue among us in as mighty mani- 
festation as at Pentecost. One 
should be able to chase a thousand 
and two put ten thousand to flight 
—as of old. Time has not changed 
the fact that “Jesus Christ is the 
same yesterday, today and for- 
ever.” 


Revivals Last if Men Are Faithful 


“But will it last?’”” How constant- 
ly unbelief puts this question! Of 
course, the work will last—if man 
is faithful. When the blood-bought 
servants of Christ yield Him abso- 
lute dominion, all the resources of 
the Godhead are in active opera- 
tion for the glory of the Lamb 
which was slain, The efficacy of 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost and 
of fire dies down in any soul only 
when that soul wilfully quenches 
it. Did Pentecost last? Did God 
will that it shouldn’t? Pentecost 
was of God, So was the Wesleyan 
Revival. It is not God, then, but 
man whom we must blame for the 
pitiful way in which the channels 
of blessing, originating in these 
great movements, have become 
clogged up. Can we imagine any 
one who is determined to co-work 
with God to the limit of his being 
asking “Will it last?” At one place 
in Manchuria, where the Holy 
Spirit had descended in unusual 
power upon the people, the Chinese 
evangelists went and asked the mis- 
sionary why he had not told them 
that the Spirit would work so 
mightily, The missionary penitent-, 
ly replied that he himself had not 
known that it was possible. How 
pathetic to come out from “the 
schools of the prophets” and not 
realize that the Holy Spirit could 
endue with power to deliver a pro- 
phet’s message! 

The ministerial association of 
a certain city in the homeland once 
invited me to tell them about the 
Spirit’s quickening work in China. 
In my address I assured them that 
I had no reason to consider myself 
any special favorite of the Al- 
mighty. What God had done 
through me in China I was sure 
He was able and willing to do 
through them in Canada. Hence 
that every minister should have 
the faith and courage to look to 
God the Holy Spirit to revive His 
people, I went on to point out that 
John Wesley \and his colleagues 
were just ordinary men until their 
hearts were touched by the Divine 
fire. At that point a Methodist 
preacher of some note interrupted 
me. ‘‘What, sir!” he exclaimed. “Do 
you mean to tell me that we don't 
preach better now than John Wes- 
ley ever did?” “Are you getting 
John Wesley’s results?” I asked.

On another occasion I was asked 
to address a meeting of the Presby- 
terian Synod in Toronto, I took as 
my theme the revival at Chang- 
tehfu in 1908. I look back to that 
revival as perhaps the mightiest of 
the Spirit that I have ever been 
through. During those wonderful 
ten days there were seven different 
times that I was prevented from 
giving an address owing to the 
great brokenness among the people. 
While I was addressing the Synod, 
a certain theological professor, sit- 
ting at a table near-by, looked any- 
thing but happy. My account of the 
Holy Spirit’s convicting power over 
a Chinese audience seemed to put 
his nerves all on edge. I understand 
that there was another* professor 
from the same seminary who was 
sitting in another part of the build- 
ing, and that he, too, fidgeted in 
his seat most uneasily. It seems 
that he finally turned around and 
hissed—‘“‘Rats!” That came peril- 
ously near being a sin against the 
Holy Ghost. By the most hberal 
allowance, could such prophets be 
expected to send out from their 
school young prophets filled with 
a Holy Ghost message? Can we 
wonder that spirituality is at so 
low an ebb throughout Christen- 
dom? Thirty-two per cent of the 
Protestant churches in the United 
States report no increase in mem- 
bership for 1927. The church at- 
tendance in Britain is not half of 
what it was twenty-five years ago. 
There can be no alternative; it is 
either Holy Ghost revival or apos- 
tasy. 

We are convinced that the ma- 
jority of Christian people are liv- 
ing on a plane far below what our 
Master planned for them. Only the 
few really seem to “possess their 
possessions.” Nothing can clothe 
with victorious might but the bap- 
tism with the Holy Ghost and with 
fire: and no one can possess such 
a baptism without knowing it. So 
many Church members seem only 
to have an acquaintance with wa- 
ter baptism, and this notwithstand- 
ing what the great Forerunner said: 
“IT baptize you with water unto re- 
pentance, but He that cometh after 
me is mightier than I... . He shall 
baptize you with the Holy Ghost 
and with fire.” Alas! We fear that 
many leaders know nothing more 
for themselves and their flocks than 
“John’s Baptism.” In spite of all 
our ecclesiastical pride and self- 
confidence, just how much of our 
building would stand the test of 
fire? 


Sinning Christians Are Greatest 
Hindrance to Revival 


We cannot emphasize too strong- 
ly our conviction that all hindrance 
in the Church is due to sin, It will 
be seen from the following chap- 
ters how the Holy Spirit brings all 
manner of sin to light. Indeed, the 
appalling fact is that every sin 
which is found outside the Church 
is also found, although perhaps to 
a lesser degree, within the Church. 
For fear that some may judge too 
harshly, we would point out that 
many of the Chinese churches, of 
which mention is made, are not 
even one generation removed from 
heathenism. At the same time, let 
us not delude ourselves by think- 
ing that all is well with our old 
established churches at home. It 
is sin in individual Church mem- 
bers, whether at home or on the 
foreign field, which grieves and 
quenches the Holy Spirit. I ima- 
gine that we would lose much of 
our self-righteousness if we were 
to find that pride, jealousy, bad 
temper, back-biting, greed and all

Editor Speaks at Annual Tri-State Bible Conference at 
Highland Park Baptist Church, Chattanooga, and 
Tennessee Temple Schools, Dr. Lee Rober-

It was a very great privilege to be on the annual Bible 
conference program of the Highland Park Baptist Church, 
Chattanooga, with Dr. Vance Havner, Dr. Walter Hughes, Dr. 
Herbert Lockyer, and Evangelist Fred Brown, April 22-29. 
The conference is sponsored annually by the big Highland 
Park Baptist Church of which Dr. Lee Roberson is pastor, 
and by the Tennessee Temple Schools; Bible School, College 
and Seminary. The crowds from fourteen states were very 
large, with usually more than a thousand in daytime services 
and about two thousand in the evening services. Nightly 
services were held also at Lafayette, Summerville and Rome, 
Georgia. A good many people were saved and there was a 
real revival movement throughout the conference with con- 
fessions of sin and rededication taking place frequently. 


Highland Park Baptist Church 


The Highland Park Baptist 
Church has a remarkable record. 
During the last church year that 
church baptized 1,168 new converts, 
not counting other converts who 
went to other churches, and not 
counting additions other than 
those by baptism. Under Dr. Lee 
Roberson’s pastorate and direction, 
the church maintains some thirty- 
nine chapels, which are pastored 
by ministers of the church and the 
Tennessee Temple Schools. These 
chapels, however, account for only 
about one-fourth of the converts.

Tennessee Temple Schools 


Six years ago Tennessee Temple 
Schools began. The three schdols 
now are a Bible institute, a college, 
each with over two hundred day 
students, and a strong, young 
theological seminary, Southeastern 
Baptist Theological Seminary. 
These schools are sponsored by 
Highland Park Baptist Church, 
and the teachers are Baptists. 
However, the property of the 
school is held separate from 
church property. The church, of 
course, helps to support’ the 
schools. 


These combined Christian 
schools have 32 faculty members, 
have 512 students enrolled in the 
day school, 835 in the evening 
school and there are 135 mission- 
ary volunteers among the students. 


Highland Park Baptist Church 
also sponsors the Zion Bible Col- 
lege, a faith work for colored peo- 
ple in Chattanooga. They have also 
just bought a grammar = school 
building and will start a Christian 
grade school for the first eight 
grades next fall. 


The Union Gospel Mission 

Highland Park Baptist Church 
also sponsors the downtown Union 
Gospel Mission which began Janu- 
ary 1, 1949. Facilities are provided 
for meals, bathing and_ sleeping 
quarters for men. This faith work 
saw 420 people saved last year, 
217 rededications, served over 12,- 
000 meals and furnished over 10,- 
000 beds! 


Summer Camp, Radio Ministry, 
Publications 


The church also maintains Camp 
Joy, a summer camp for under- 
privileged children. From between 
1200 and 1500 children will be 
cared for, one week each, without 
charge, in that summer camp this 
year. 

The church maintains eight half- 
hour radio broadcasts weekly and 
publishes a weekly Christian mag- 
azine The Evangelist. 


The church also supports World- 
Wide Faith Missions and 50 per 
cent of the church offerings go to 
missions. 

During the first six months of 
this church year, from October 
1950 to March 1951, there have 
been 578 baptisms, 1,014 additions 
to the church, an average Sunday 
school attendance of 3,551, a train- 
ing school average of 1,120. Total 
offerings have been over $128,000 
with over $66,000 going to mis-

LETTER FOUR; MISSION STATIONS 


It is hard to realize that less than fifty years ago there 
was not a single missionary station in the entire Belgian 
Congo, I met several missionaries who were among the very 
first to enter the Congo with old Bwana Hurlburt about 39 
years ago. It was, in fact, this grand old man who met Teddy 
Roosevelt when the president was on his famous hunting 
trip in Africa, entertained Mr. Roosevelt, helped him pro- 
cure guides and, evidentally, made quite a hit with one of the 
finest presidents America has ever had. 


“If I can ever help you in any 
way,” Roosevelt said to Hurlburt, 
“Just call on me.” 

A short time later the old 
Bwana called on the _ president. 
There was a favor Roosevelt could 
do; he could write to Belgium’s 
king and request permission for 
missionaries from America to work 
in the Congo. Mr. Roosevelt did 
write, the Belgian king did grant 
permission and missionary work 
spread from Kenya Colony (where 
Roosevelt met Hurlburt) to the 
Belgian Congo, described by Stan- 
ley (the Stanley who located Liv- 


ingston, rescued Emin Pasha, later | 


was elected to English Parliament, 
etc.) as “darkest Africa.” 


The first permanent-type house 
put up by a missionary was a smal] 
rock house ona hill called Kacengo. 
Previously missionaries had lived 
in small mud huts similar to those 
used by the most primitive natives. 
Then a couple by the name of 
Stauffacher erected the small 
stone house that still stands in 
a fair state of preservation as a 
monument to the hardy pioneers 
who began the work that is today 


the Africa Inland Mission. The first*? 


mission stations were located on 
hills because they believed the 
dread malaria mosquitoes were not 
as bad at high altitudes. Although 
that theory has been largely dis- 
credited, the stations are _ still 
erected on hills because of drain- 
age, view, etc. 

The ordinary mission station 
will likely consist of two or three 
brick houses for the missionaries, 
a dispensary or small hospital, a 
church building and a native vil- 
lage of mud huts with grass roofs 
for the native population. Usually 
there is also a school building, 
although the church may be used 
for school work also. 


Most missionaries I met are def- 
initely in the soul-winning busi- 
ness. Of course’ some have more 
ability than others, some work 
harder than others, some are more 
spiritual than others. But the men 
and women I met are definitely 
in Africa for the purpose of win- 
ning the natives to Christ. -—And 
they spend most of their time pur- 
suing this purpose. I believe they 
actually accomplish more basic 
work than most of us who are in 
gospel work in the States. 


Perhaps the main reason for 
this is that they spend their work- 
ing hours in the actual ministry of 
the gospel. Of course much time 
is. taken with putting up buildings, 
laying out gardens, etc. But they do 
not spend time, as I do, in laying 
out advertising, lunching with com- 
mittees and the many other details 
of advertising and promotion. Nor 
do they spend time pacifying the 
deacons, smoothing out the dif- 
ficulties between rival soloists in 
the choir or drinking tea with the 
reigning gossips of tihe Ladies Aid. 
They actually spend their time in 
soul winning and instruction. 

Take their schools, for example. 
Now I have thever thad much 
sympathy for the school work of 
the missionaries. Why teach the 
heathen to read and write? I ar- 
gued. Just get them saved and 
teach them the Word. But how 
can the natives have a_ strong 
' gsoul-winning work if they know 
nothing about the Bible? And we 
all know that when something is 
learned only by word-of-mouth it 
soon becomes twisted and distort- 
ed. So it really is essential that a 
native learn to read in order that 
he can read the Bible for himself 
and for others. So the missionarles 
teach schools up to about the 
fourth grade. The Bible is almost 
the only textbook. They learn to 
read by reading the Bible. Thus, 
surprisingly enough, the average 
native who has completed the 
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fourth grade (or even the second) 
literally knows more about the 
Bible than the average college 
graduate in America! It seems 
incredible that an almost-naked 
native who sleeps, eats and sits on 
the floor of a little mud hut, who 
eats with his fingers, hunts with 
a spear and buys his wife’ with 
eight goats, has read the New 
Testament more often and can 
locate passages more easily than 
the average Sunday School super- 
intendent in America! Yet I 
honestly believe this to be true! 
They may not understand the 
teachings as well, but they are 
certainly more familiar with the 
text. 

The Bible is also often used as 
a textbook for arithmetic. In any 
number of schools I saw problems 
on the blackboard dealing with 
Biblical events. Take the story of 
feeding the five thousand. The 
teacher may suggest that some of 
those men had their wives with 
them. How many men do you. be- 
lieve had their wives with them? 
One half? Then how many men 
and women were there? Perhaps 
each woman had two children 
with her. How many children were 
there? How many altogether? etc. 
Refore they are through they have 
not only learned to add and mul- 
tiply but they also get an idea of 
the large crowd Jesus so miracu- 
lously fed with a few loaves and 
fishes. 

Or perhaps the teacher suggests 
that Jesus was talking with An- 
drew and Philip when they were 
joined by Thomas, Bartholomew 
and Matthew. How many were 
there altogether? Or the teacher 
may read Matthew 26:36,37— 
Jesus took Peter, James and John 
apart; how many were left? 

So you see schooling is far more 
than learning to read and write. 
As one learns to read, he is al- 
so taking a course in Bible Synthe- 
sis. As he learns arithmetic, he is 
learning Bible analysis. And in 
other classes he learns Bible 
doctrine. 3 

And another purpose of the 
school is to have natives learn 
the Bible with government en- 
couragement, for the government 
is anxious for natives to become

literate. It is better for hundreds 
of natives to seek out the mis- 
sionary rather than have the mis- 
sionary seek out natives. 

The dispensary and_ hospital 
work is also for the direct pur- 
pose of winning souls. Again, let 
me confess, I have never had much 
sympathy for medical missionary 
work. I believed in helping sick 
people but why, I argued, should 
missionaries spend their time do- 
ing medical work? Let them spend 
their time in gospel work. I found 
that medical and gospel work can 
be the same. The Conservative 
Baptist, Brethren, British, and AI- 
M stations I visited all had dis- 
pensaries where medicines were 
given out by a trained nurse or 
other competent persons. A num- 
ber of mission stations also had 
hospitals staffed by competent 
doctors and nurses. Outstanding 
among these hospitals are the ones 
at Aba run by Dr. and Mrs. Klein- 
schmidt and the one at Oijicha 
run by Dr. and Mrs. Becker. I 
saw the one at Aba first. I was 
invited to visit the hospital, watch 
them work, ask questions, conduct 
services, etc. and all of these 
things I did. Here I saw my first 
lepers, to me the most pitiful 
creatures on the face of the earth. 
They were anxious for me_ to 
speak to them and I gladly agreed 
to do so. One of the men called 
the lepers together by beating on 
a drum. This was also my first 
experience with an African papa 
and mama drum. This drum is a 
hollowed-out log about four feet

TUESDAY, May 8, I Go FoR SIX 
days to the Evansville Rescue 
Mission. Then May 20 I will begin 
fifteen days in New Brunswick, 
in a union revival campaign with 
five or six churches in Moncton. 
Mrs. Rice and my secretary will 
go with me. The burdens of doing 
office work away from ‘home are 
very, very heavy, when I preach 
two or three times a day, so I 
earnestly covet your prayers. But 
address all my mail to Wheaton, 
Illinois, as usual. It will reach me 
quicker that way. 
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long with a slit cut in the top. The 
wood is thinner on one side than the 
other, giving the drum two dis- 
tinct sounds, bass and treble. The 
drummer beats on first one side 
and then the other of the drum— 
papa speaks and mama answers. 
Almost any kind of message can 
be sent on a drum which will be 
relayed in the next village, etc. On 
a mission station natives are 
called by the drum to get up, pray, 
work, eat, congregate, and go back 
to bed. 

The drum called several hund- 
red lepers together and I spoke 
to them. This was also my first 
time to speak through an interpre- 
ter. I spoke on Naaman the Leper. 


I learned that hundreds of 
patients came to the hospital every 
week to receive medical treatment 
and every last one of them ‘heard 
the gospel repeatedly. If they stay 
at the hospital for several days, a 
native evangelist visits them daily, 
prays with them, reads and ex- 
plains portions of the Bible, and 
makes an effort to win them to 
Christ. Literally hundreds of them 


are saved in a year’s time. And the 
Catholic Belgian government is 
unquestionably more sympathetic 
with Protestant missions because 
of the medical work done by the 
missionaries. In Aba I did not see 
any operations but I did in Oicha. 


Dr. Becker is recognized in the 
States as an unusually able doctor 
and one of Philadelphia’s great 
hospitals always urges him to 
spend his furlough in instructing 
young doctors in some of the 
operating technique he has de- 
veloped. I also learned, through 
another missionary, that he has 
been decorated several times by 
the Belgian government for out- 
standing service. I consider him to 
be one of the finest soul-winning

their kindred are just as heinous 
in God’s sight as the so-called 
grosser sins. All sin in the believer, 
of whatever kind, mars the re- 
demptive work of Christ. The most 
piercing cries that I have ever heard 
have come from Chinese Christians, 
when the Holy Spirit made plain 
to them that their sin had cruci- 
fied the Son of God afresh, “Be- 
hold, the Lord’s hand is not short- 
ened that it cannot save; neither is 
His ear heavy, that it cannot hear: 
But your iniquities have separated 
between you and your God, and 
your sins have hid His face from 
you, that He will not hear” (Isa. 
59:1, 2). The filth and blood-guilti- 
ness of the churches can only be 
swept away by the Spirit of Judg- 
ment and of Burning. 


What I Believe About Confession 
of Sin 


In view of the prominence that 
is given to confession of sin in this 
book, perhaps it would be as well 
to make plain my personal views 
on the subject. Some years ago, 
I was about to open a series of 
meetings at an important center 
in China, when a visiting lady mis- 
sionary came to me with what she 
called “a sure plan to move the 
people.” Her idea’ was that I should 
first confess my sins, then she 
would confess hers and afterwards 
I was to persuade all the mission- 
aries to confess theirs. The Chinese 
leaders would naturally follow, and 
she was certain that by that time 
every one would have broken down. 
I replied that the Lord had not led 
me to see things in that light. “If 
I have hindering sins,” I said, “they 
hinder in Honan, where I am 
known; and the same applies to 
yourself, So the sooner we return 
to our respective fields and get 
them out of the way the better. 
To confess our sins before this au- 
dience, where we are not known, 
would only waste valuable time. 
Besides, who am I that I should 
urge these missionaries to confess 
their sins in public, when, for all 
I know, they may be living nearer 
to God than I am? The Spirit of 
God does not need me to act as 
His detective, If the missionaries 
here have hindering sins, then we 
may rest assured that the Spirit 
will move them to get rid of them. 
But that is His business, not ours.” 
Never have I witnessed anything 
more moving than that last meet- 
ing when those missionaries, one 
after another, broke down before 
the people and confessed to the 
things that hindered in their lives. 

We have a strong feeling that 
sins committed before conversion 
are under the blood of God’s Holy 
Son and never should be confessed. 
To do so is to bring dishonor upon 
His Calvary sacrifice. We have 
heard Church-members confess to 
sins which they had committed 


previous to their having joined the 
Church. But such had never really 
been born again, and the convic- 
tion from the Holy Spirit that.in- 
spired and accompanied their con- 
fesison was usually of an awe- 
inspiring nature and never failed 
to move the audience deeply. More- 
over, as far as our observation has 
led us, we have concluded that 
there must first be deep conviction 
among the true followers of Christ 
before any expectation can be enter- 
tained of moving the others. From 
our own experience we are able to 
state that in every instance where 
this necessary first stage has been 
reached, the unconverted in the 
audience have broken down com- 
pletely. There could have been no 
Pentecost unless the one hundred 
and twenty believers had first 
reached this stage, The Chinese 
Christians speak of this work of the 
Spirit as judgment, but as the 
“hsiao shen pan” (small judgment), 
the way still being open to avail 
oneself of the cleansing efficacy of 
the precious blood. 

We believe, too, that as regards 
secret sin, i.e. sin which is known 
only to the individual soul and 
God, to confess it at the private 
altar is, as a rule, sufficient to en- 
sure pardon and cleansing. We say, 
as a rule, because we have known 
of many, usually such as have been 
responsible for the salvation of 
others, e.g. ministers and Church 
leaders of one sort or another, for 
whom secret acknowledgment of sin 
has not been sufficient, Their agon- 
ised public confessions have shown 
plainly that, for them at least, 
there was only one way of relief. 

As to sin against an individual 
the Scriptures are quite plain. 
“Therefore, if thou bring thy gift 
to the altar, and there rememberest 
that thy brother hath aught against 
thee; Leave there thy gift, before 
the altar and go thy way; first be 
reconciled to thy brother, and then 
come and offer thy gift” (Matt. 5: 
23, 24). It is vain for us to pray 
while conscious that we have in- 
jured another. Let us first make 
amends to the injured one before 
we dare approach God at either 
the private or the public altar. I 
am confident that revival would 
break out in most churches if this 
were done. Then again, as regards 
public sins, experience has shown 
us that these can only be swept 
away by public confession. True, 
this amounts to crucifixion; but by 
our wilful disobedience we have 
put the Lord of Glory to an open 
shame, and it is the price that we 
must pay. 

Some years ago, while addressing 
a large body of ministers and elders 
in the homeland, we urged that the 
Divine call was for a greater em- 
phasis upon sin. A few hours later, 
at a certain ministerial gathering,

Ohristian gentlemen I have ever 
met. 

I asked him if I° might take 
some moving pictures of him per- 
forming operations and he said I 
might if I would not. take a 
picture of his face or mention his 
name, if I should use these 
pictures in a sound film. I agreed 
and went with him one morning 
to the sprawling brick hospital 
to watch him work. 

First of all I had to scrub my 
hands with a medical soap and 
water. Then I was dressed in a 
gown, and mask and allowed to set 
up my cameras.in the main oper- 
ating room after he cautioned me 
not to touch anything else. 

IT had scarcely arranged my 
movie camera on the tripod when 
two attendants wheeled in the 
first patient—a man_ suffering 
from hernia. (Attendants and 
patient were natives.) The patient 
was placed on the operating table 
and one of the attendants explain- 
ed to him that they would do 
their best to make him well and 
that they were doing it in Jesus’ 
name.

weak spot in the abdominal wall 
and sewed up the incision. All the 
time he worked he was talking to 
the patient or explaining to me 
what he was doing and why he 
was doing it. The operation seemed 
not to bother the patient at all, 
but it sure was hard on me! I 
had never seen a man cut open 
before and was tired with tense- 
ness and wet with sweat by the 
time the operation was over. 

While Dr. Becker went to 
change his gown and scrub up, the 
second patient was brought in and 
made ready. This was a pigmy 
woman whose husband had shot 
an arrow through her lower leg. 
They had waited too long to bring 
her in and gangrene had set in, 
making amputation necessary. The 
leg was cut off just above the 
knee with a flap of skin covering 
the end of the stump in such a 
way that the knee cap was fitted 
over the end of the bone. I bore 
up under this operation much bet- 
ter. 

Another man and another wo- 
man were operated on in turn, 
with attendants praying and 
speaking with each one before the 
operation. 

The next day I visited the 
patients. Each one was getting 
along fine, each one was cheerful, 
each one was grateful, and eacn 
one had received a visit from one 
of the white missionaries and from 
a native evangelist.The majority of

He gets greater crowds, sees more 
people saved than others, and so 
others criticize him.”

Jesus evidently had in mind the 
Same truth, that multitudes of 
sinners are ripe for the harvest, 
when He sat on the curbing of the 
well at Sychar in Samaria and 
said to His disciples, “Say not ye, 
There. ,are yet four months, and 
then cometh harvest? behold, I 
say unto you, Lift up your eyes, 
and look on the fields; for they 
are white already to harvest. And 
he that reapeth receiveth wages, 
and gathereth fruit unto life eter- 
nal: that both he that soweth and 
he that reapeth may rejoice to- 
gether” (John 4:35, 36). Here 
Jesus had in mind particularly this 
city of Sychar. He had won a 
wayward woman to love and trust 
Him. She had left her waterpot 
and had run to the city to tell 
the men, “Come, see a man, which 
told me all things that ever I did: 
is not this the Christ?” (John 4: 
29). They would be coming now 
in a few minutes to see Him-for 
themselves ‘and to hear His words. 
Some of them were so eager for 
peace and forgiveness, so eager to 
know the Saviour that they trust- 
ed Him, unseen, on the testimony 
of the woman. Others would come 
and beseech Him to stay. He would 
stay in that town two days, and 
many more would believe because 
of His preaching (John 4:40,41). 
So Jesus told these disciples that 
they should not fee] that the har- 
vest would later be ripe, after four 
months. It was ripe already. 


And what Jesus said about Sy- 
char, He said in principle about 
the whole world. 


Everywhere in the world there 
is such unrest on the part of sin- 
ners, such disillusionment over the 
unfulfilled promises of the world; 
over the wages of sin that hurt 
and warn them, over burning con- 
sciences, over lost loved ones and 
over the fear of death, that sin- 
ners can be won. Unnumbered mil- 
lions of people in the world today 
—lost people who need saving— 
are ripe for the ‘harvest. That is 
what the Saviour said. That is 
what Bible examples prove. And 
by God’s grace I shall try to give 
some of the fundamental reasons

why there are always sinners who

can be won to Christ, and so re- 
vival is always possible. 


I. Bible Mlustrations of Hungry 
Sinners Who Longed for Peace, 
Forgiveness and Salvation 
Again and again in the New 
Testament we find hungry-hearted 
sinners, like ripe fruit on a tree, 
waiting to be won. Not all of 
them knew exactly what they 
needed, of course, but they had 
some deep need that left their 
hearts open to the gospel and 
made them quick to trust the 
Saviour when the good news was 

presented to them. 


1. Consider Cornelius, the Roman 
Centurion at Caesarea 


In Acts 10 we find the remark- 
able story: 


“There was a certain man in 
Caesarea called Cornelius, a cen- 
turion of the band called the Ita- 
lian band, A devout man, and one 
that feared God with all his house, 
which gave much alms to the peo- 
ple, and prayed to God alway. He 
saw in a vision evidently about 
the ninth hour of the day an an- 
gel of God coming in to him, and 
saying unto him, Cornelius. And 
when he looked on him, he was 
afraid, and said, What is it, Lord? 
And he said unto him, Thy pray- 
ers and thine alms are come up 
for a memorial before God. And 


now send men to Joppa, and call’ 


for one Simon, whose surname is 
Peter: He lodgeth with one Si- 
mon a tanner, whose house is by 
the sea side: he shall tell thee 
what thou oughtest to do’—-Acts 
10:1-6. 


Or, as repeated in Acts 11:13, 
14 in Peter’s words, “And he 
shewed us how he had seen an 
angel in his house, which stood 
and said unto him, Send men to 
Joppa, and call for Simon, whose 
surname is Peter; Who shal] tell 
thee words, whereby thou and all 
thy house shall be saved.” 

The Lord had to show Peter a 
thrice-repeated vision before He 
could break down his Jewish pre- 
judice enough to get Peter to go 
to ‘a Gentile’s house to preach the 
gospel! But at least when two 


servants and a soldier sent from 
Cornelius came to urge Peter to 
come to tell Cornelius and his 
whole household how to be saved, 
Peter was convinced and on the 
morrow they went. 


It is interesting to note that 
Peter seems to have prepared’ a 
great sermon. No doubt he 
thought this ~ignorant Gentile 
would know so little that it would 
take a great deal of teaching. But 
if he had intended to preach a 
long sermon he did not get to 
finish it. In a brief introduction, 
Peter told the plan of salvation 
in these words, “To him [Jesus] 
give all the prophets witness, that 
through his name whosoever be- 
lieveth in ‘him shall receive re- 
mission of sins’’ (Acts 10:43). And 
he never got to preach the rest 
of his sermon! Cornelius and his 
whole household were converted 
at once. Peter, telling of it later, 
said, “And as I began to speak, 
the Holy Ghost fell on them, as 
on us at the beginning.” So the 
new converts were baptized and 
Peter went on his way back to 
try to explain to critical Jewish 
Christians why he had gone to the 
house of a Gentile to preach the 
gospel! 


In this charming story from the 
Scriptures it becomes apparent 
that God often has more trouble 
getting a soul winner ready to 
work for Him than He has in get- 
ting Sinners ready to ‘hear the 
gospel! It took signs and wonders 
to get Peter ready to preach to 
that poor unsaved man, a man of 
prayer, a man who gave alms, a 
man who fasted and waited on 
God, trying to find thow to be 
saved. Just so God had more trou- 
ble in getting Jonah ready to 
preach than He had in getting 
the Ninevites to repent. Corne- 
lius is a good example of hungry- 
hearted people who in almost 
every community would be easy 
to reach with the gospel. 


2. Consider also the Ethiopian 
Eunuch Whom Philip Led 
to Christ 


This treasurer of Candace, 
queen of the Ethiopians, had been 
to Jerusalem to worship and, re- 
turning, sat in his chariot and 
read the Prophet Isaiah. 


“Then the Spirit said unto 
Philip, Go near, and join thyself 
to this chariot. And Philip ran 
thither to him, and heard him 
read the prophet Esaias, and said, 
Understandest thou what thou 
readest? And he said, How can I, 
except some man, should guide 
me? And he desired Philip that 
he would come up and sit with 
him. The place of the scripture 
which he read was this, He was 
led as a sheep to the slaughter; 
and like a lamb dumb before his 
shearer, so opened he not his 
mouth: In his’ humiliation his 
judgment was taken away: and 
who shall declare his generation? 
for his life is taken from the 
earth. And the eunuch answered 
Philip, and said, I pray thee, of 
whom speaketh the prophet this? 
of himself, or of some other man? 
Then Philip opened his mouth, 
and began at the same scripture, 
and preached unto him Jesus. And 
as they went on their way, they 
came unto a certain water: and 
the eunuch said, See, here is wa- 
ter; what doth hinder me to be 
baptized? And Philip said, If thou 
believest with all thine heart, thou 
mayest. And he answered and said, 
I believe that Jesus Christ is the 
Son of God. And he commanded 
the chariot to stand still: and they 
went down both into the water, 
both Philip and the eunuch; and 
he baptized him. And when they 
were come up out of the water, 
the Spirit-of the Lord caught 
away Philip, that the eunuch saw 
him no more: and he went on his 
way rejoicing.”’—Acts 8:29-39. 


It is to Philip’s credit that he 
went. without protest, leaving the 
great revival in Samaria to meet 
the unknown man with a hungry 
heart! This man,had already been 
to Jerusalem to worship. He was 
already seeking, in the Word of 
God, to find peace for his soul. 
Notice that the unsaved man took 
the initiative all the way through 
this meeting. He begged Philip to 
sit with him in the chariot and 
explain the Scriptures. The eu- 
nuch asked Philip to explain “of 
whom speaketh the prophet this? 
of himself, or. of some other man?” 
So Philip deserves little credit 
that he “opened his mouth, and 
began at thé same scripture, (Isa. 


———-— 
53) and preached unto ‘him Jesus,” 

It is the eunuch himself who 
begs to be baptized, though doubte- 
less Philip had told of this rite 
and what™it meant. 

About men like this the Scrip- 
ture says that “the harvest truly 
is plentéous.” 


3. Consitler Zacchaeus the Publican 
Who Climbed a Tree to see Jesus 


Let us read the beautiful story 
from Luke 19:1-10. 


“And Jesus entered and passed 
through Jericho. And, behold, there 
was a man named Zacchaeus, 
which was the chief among the 
publicans, and he was rich. And 
he sought to see Jesus who he 
was; and could not for the press, 
because he was little of stature. 
And he ran before and climbed 
up into a sycamore tree to see 
him: for he was to pass that way. 


And when Jesus came to the place,. 


he. looked up, and saw him, and 
said-unto him, Zacchaeus, make 
haste, and come down; for to day 
I must abide at thy house. And 


he made haste, and came down, : 


and received him joyfully. And 
when they saw it, they all mur- 
mured, saying, That he was gone 
to be guest with a man that is a 
sinner. And Zacchaeus stood, and 


said unto the Lord; Behold, Lord, — 


the half of my goods I give to the 
poor; and if I have taken any 
thing from any man by false ac- 
cusation, I restore him fourfold. 
And Jesus said unto him, This day 
is salvation come to this house, 
forasmuch as he also is a son of 
Abraham. For the Son of man is 
come to seek and to save that, 


which was lost.” 


There are many reasons why 
one would suppose that Zacchaeus 
would be ‘hard to reach. For one 
thing, he was rich, and rich people 
do not always feel their need for 


help. They are not always hum-_ 


ble. For another, he was a publi- 
can, a crooked tax collector. He 
had wronged many and was hated 
by many and despised by all. But 
his heart was hungry. He was a 
little short man, and when a big 
crowd gathered around Jesus as 
He walked down the road and 
taught, Zacchaeus could not see 


Him. So, after trying in vain to’ 


see Jesus, he ran ahead and 
climbed a sycamore tree so that 
when Jesus came along ‘the should 
see Him well. 


Oh, how different the dear 
Saviour is from us, His blind and 
unbelieving disciples! Jesus saw 
the man and read the signs of his 
hungry heart. Jesus. simply said, 
“Zacchaeus, make haste, and come 
down; for to day I must abide at 
thy house.” Would you think that 
this man would be so easily won? 
Oh, ‘as soon as he knew that the 
Saviour loved him and would 
forgive, he slid down the tree and 
hit the ground ‘a saved ‘and happy 
man! As evidence of his salva- 
tion, he immediately resolved to 
give half of ‘his goods to the poor 
and to restore fourfold to any man 
from whom he had taken money 
by false accusation, so common 
among publicans. And Jesus said, 
“This day is salvation come to 
this house.” 

Zacchaeus is an illustration of 
the verse of the old song: 


Down in the human heart, Crush- 
ed by the tempter, 
Feelings lie buried that grace 
can restore; 
Touched by a loving heart, Wak: 
ened by kindness, 
Chords that are broken will vi- 
brate once more. 


Zacchaeus is a type of many an- 
other sinful man who needs for- 
giveness and knows it, and whose 
heart would delight to see Jesus! 


4. Consider the Sinful Woman Who 
Anointed Jesus’ Feet At the House 
of Simon the Pharisee. 


Jesus went to the home of Si- 
mon the Pharisee and ate at a 
low table in the cool, stone-paved 
plaza, within the horseshoe-shaped 
house. As they reclined on couches 
to eat, each leaning on his el- 
bow in Oriental fashion, a strange 
thing occurred: 


“And, .behold, a womaw in the 
city, which was a sinner, when 
she knew that Jesus sat at meat 
in the Pharisee’s house, brought 
an alabaster box of ointment, And 
stood at his feet behind him weep- 
ing, and began to wash his feet 
with tears, and did wipe them 
with the hairs of her head, and

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kissed his feet, and anointed them 
with the ointment. Now when the 
Pharisee which had bidden him 
saw it, he spake within himself, 
saying, This man, if he were a 
prophet, would have known who 
and what manner of woman this 
is that toucheth him: for she is 
a sinner.”—Luke 7:37-39. 

But Jesus loved the woman 
whom the Pharisee despised. He 
told the parable of the two deb- 
tors and rebuked the Pharisee who 


‘had not loved the Lord Jesus 


enough to wash His feet or anoint 


‘His head, but this woman had 
washed the Saviour’s feet with 


tears and wiped them with her 


hair, ‘and had anointed His ‘head 


with precious ointment, a token 
of love and worship. Hear, then, 
the wonderful words of Jesus 
about how this woman’s sins were 
forgiven and her soul was saved 
by faith: 

“Wherefore I say unto thee, Her 
sins, which are many, are forgiven; 


for she loved much: but to whom 


little is forgiven, the same loveth 
little. And he said unto her, Thy 
sins are forgiven. And they that 
sat at meat with him began to 
say within themselves, Who is 
this that forgiveth sins also? And 
he said to the woman, Thy faith 
hath saved thee; go in peace.’”’— 
Luke 7:47-50. 


People often do not look among 
sinful women such as this woman, 
probably a harlot, for converts. 
It may be that you who say we 
cannot have revival now are more 
concerned with the Pharisees than 
with the sinful women. But wher- 
ever sin has done its worst work, 
often there is the deepest hunger 
for Christ. And this poor woman, 
so gloriously forgiven and saved, 
is typical of many, many others 
who are ripe for revival, if God 
only had some workers Spirit- 
filled to go with boldness, tears 
and holy abandon to win them. 


5. Consider the Woman with an 
Issue of Blood Twelve Years, 
Healed When She Touched the 

Hem of His Garment 


As Jesus went to the home of 
Jairus, ruler of the synagogue, to 
raise his little daughter, 


“1. @ woman having an issue 
of blood twelve years, which had 
spent all her living upon physi- 
cians, neither could be healed of 
any, Came behind him, and touch- 
ed the border of his garment: and 
immediately her issue of blood 
stanched. And Jesus said, Who 
touched me? When all denied, 
Peter and they that were with him 
said, Master, the multitude throng 
thee and press thee, and sayest 
thou, Who touched me? And Jesus 
said, Somebody hath touched me: 
for I perceive that virtue is gone 
out of me. And when the woman 
saw that she was not hid, she came 
trembling, and falling down bve- 
fore him, she declared unto him 
before all the people for what 
cause she had touched him, and 
how she was healed immediately. 
And he said unto her, Daughter, 
be of good comfort: thy faith hath 
made thee whole; go in peace.” 
—Luke 8:43-48. 


This woman had tried every- 
body else, and probably from ab- 
solute necessity or despair, she 
was ready to come to Jesus. She 
touched the hem of His garment. 
The Saviour tells us that it was 
genuine faith she had. “Thy faith 
hath made thee whole; go in 
peace.” So we must be sure that 
the dear Saviour forgave her sins 
and that she gladly loved and 
trusted Him for salvation ‘as well 
as for healing. 


Do you know anyone who has 
reached the end of human help? 
Do you know anybody who, with 
broketi health, or with wayward 
children, or with burdens more 
than human shoulders can possi- 
bly bear, would turn to Jesus? 
There are countless thousands of 
such, if we would go to them 
with the gospel in hove and power. 
The harvest truly is plenteous. 


6. Consider the Woman of 
' §$amaria, at Sychar 
I have called your attention 
more than once to.the woman of 


‘Samaria to whom Jesus spoke in 
‘the fourth chapter of John, and 
‘who was so wonderfully saved. 


Here I take time only to call 
your attention to the fact that 


her heart was hungry. It is true 


she was prejudiced. It is true that 
she had lived ‘a careless and 
worldly life. She had married five 
men and now lived in sin with a 
man not her husband. It is true 
that she was ready to argue. But 
when Jesus pressed upon her the 
fact of her sin and showed her 
that He knew all about her life, 
she immediately believed that He 
was the Messiah He claimed to 
be. She loved Him, trusted Him, 
set out to serve Him and to bring 
others to Him that very day. 


I believe that Jesus had known 
ahead of time by some divine wis- 
dom about this woman in Sa- 
maria, for instead of going down 
to Jericho and following the us- 
ual river route up the Jordan, He 
went over the hills to Samaria. 
We are told, ‘“And he must needs 
go through Samaria.” 

The Saviour never got away 
from the sense of hungry hearts 
all about Him, the multitudes like 
sheep without shepherds. God for- 
give us that we do not sense the 
need of people, the hunger of peo- 
ple, and their readiness to hear 
the gospel! Actually that woman 
who lived at Sychar had more 
than once grieved over her shab- 
by reputation and wished she 
might be as acceptable as more 
virtuous women. No doubt she 
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had even grieved that Jews had 
no dealings with Samaritans, and 
Samaritans were a half-breed peo- 
ple with a half-breed religion, de- 
spised by the Jews. No doubt she 
had longed for a peace and satis- 
faction that -the world ‘had, de- 
spite all her marriages and ef- 
forts at pleasure, failed to give 
her. So she was a typical case of 
sinners ready for revival. 


We can have revival now be- 
cause all over the world are peo- 
ple, sinners with hungry hearts, 
who could be won if we went to 
them in the mighty power of God.

ing with a man as such; he was 
looking into the very face of God. 
We deduce that from the very cir- 
cumstances that occasioned this re- 
markable and well-known text, 
“What shall I do then with Jesus 
which is called Christ?” 

I want to remind men and women 
that Pilate had just received an 
important witness concerning Jesus 
Christ, and mark you, that witness 
did not come from Christ’s disci- 
ples, not from the thousands He 
had blessed, not even from those 
who had become His followers. 
That witness came from His blood- 
thirsty enemies who were hounding 
Him to crucifixion! 

When Pilate, with his reputed 
knowledge of the law and his won- 
derful sense of judgment, had sifted 
the evidence before that madden- 
ing throng, he stood forth and de- 
clared publicly and decidedly, “I, 
having examined Him before you, 
find no fault in this man? There is 
no cause of death in Him.” In 
other words, Pilate had to publicly 
confess that day that Jesus Christ 
was completely innocent! There- 
fore, every claim that Christ had 
made, however inconceivable to the 
human mind, was right and just 
and holy! 

What were the claims that the 
Lord Jesus had made? He claimed 
to be God. He claimed to be the 
Judge of all men. He claimed to be 
the only Saviour. He claimed to 
be the coming King of kings. Pi- 
late, therefore, had to look into 
the face of Jesus Christ and ac- 
knowledge there and then in that 
judgment hall, that the Man into 
whose eyes he was looking was God! 

My friend, whoever you are, 
young or old, I am telling you that 
the one who stands in the judg- 
ment hall of your mind, heart and 
will, is God!—the God who created 
you, the Saviour who died for you, 
the coming King of kings, the Judge 
of all men. “What will you do then 
with Jesus which is called Christ?” 

Observe, further, that it was not 
only the witness that Pilate re- 
ceived concerning Christ, but also 
the warning concerning Him. This 
was sent to him from his wife, and 
read:—‘“Have thou nothing to do 
with that just Man: for I have 
suffered many things this day in a 
dream because of him.” 

I am not going to attempt to 
conjecture the content or the char- 
acter of this woman’s dream, but 
of this thing I am certain, that 
that dream was God-given. It was 
a dream from Heaven, for it indi- 
‘eated the innocence of the Son of 
God, and, therefore, made Pilate 
the more responsible and account- 
able for his treatment of Christ. 

Yes, Hell had cried out its wit- 
ness, and as that witness was ex- 
amined, Jesus was proved to be all 
that He claimed to be! Heaven had 
spoken through a dream by a wo- 
man, and Heaven had said, “He is 
the innocent Son of God.” And so, 
as Hell and Heaven focussed on 


of Indecision 


the Lord Jesus, the one great truth 
emerged: that it was undeniable 
wisdom to accept this Christ, to 
crown Him and make Him Lord 
of all; and that it was unspeakable 
folly to reject Him and crucify 
Him, So Pilate’s important ques- 
tion was: “What shall I do then 
with Jesus which is called Christ?” 
Listen, my friend, Hell still 
pleads His innocence. Heaven still 
confirms that it is Jesus the Sav- 
iour and the Judge of all men who 
stands before you. “What will you 
do then with Jesus which is called 
Christ?” . 
Pilate could not escape it, be- 
cause it was an important issue. 
You cannot escape it for the same 
reason. “What will you do then 
with Jesus which is called Christ?” 


The Individual Issue 


The second reason why the issue 
is inescapable is that it is an indi- 
vidual issue. You have come here 
tonight with your girl friend. Very 
well, You have come with your 
wife, or husband. Good. You have 
come with your children or friends. 
That is all right. But in the final 
analysis, this message comes to you 
as an individual. “What shall J do 
then?” cried Pilate. He tried to 
escape the fact that it was indi- 
vidual. He tried four different ways, 
but he could not do it. Back came 
the question each time, “What shall 
I do then with Jesus which is called 
Christ?” 

He tried carelessness, Assuming 
an air of indifference and careless- 
ness, he turned around to the Jews 
and said, “Take ye him and judge 
him according to your law.” But 
it did not work! Back came the 
shout from those angry, mobbing 
people, “We can’t put Him to death. 
You’ve got to make the decision. 
You’ve got to decide.” And those 
blood-thirsty men yelled him into 
a decision. Carelessness did not get 
rid of Him. 

I have preached from this desk 
night after night. I have looked 
over the audience and I have seen 
people yawn; I have seen them 
look at their watches; I have seen 
them trying to pretend that they 
were not really concerned about this 
thing. I have seen them try to be 
careless, But I am telling you, my 
friend, whoever you are, you will 
never escape Christ by carelessness, 
not if you try for the rest of your 
life. 

You can turn the issue back on 
us and say, “Judge Him according 
to your law”; but that will not get 
rid of Him. 

At this point, Pilate turned 
around and said, “Oh, no, that 
won't do, I’ll try something else.” 
And, remembering that he could 


‘conveniently remit Jesus to Herod’s 


jurisdiction, we read that “he sent 
Jesus to Herod.” But do you know 
that when the Divine Prisoner came 
before Herod, He never said a word. 
Instead, Herod was so 
by the Saviour’s digni 


> 


, presence 


and silence, that he sent Him back 
to Pilate. And as Pilate heard the 
tramp, tramp, tramp of the feet 
coming back, and saw Jesus ap- 
proaching the Judgment Hall once 
again, he became aware of the fact 
that cowardice had not disposed of 
Him. 

Some of .you have tried, night 
after night. You have slunk out 
into the darkness, You have left 
the hall and have hidden your- 
selves behind the car wheel. You 
have gone back to your home and 
slammed the door. You have tried 
to get away from Him, But the 
fact remains that you cannot get 
rid of Christ with cowardice. 


This man went even further. He 
used his intellect and tried clever- 
ness. He knew that at the Passover 
Feast some prisoner must be re- 
leased. And if you read the story 
carefully, you will observe that it 
was he who chose Barabbas as the 
alternative to Jesus. He selected 
Barabbas because he was a notable 
prisoner, He was a man who had 
claimed the Messiahship and had 
fought his way, even to the taking 
of life, in order to become a man 
of power amongst the Jews, And 
for that reason the Jews hated him. 
And Pilate thought, “That man will 
serve my purpose. When I put him 
forth against Jesus Christ, there 
will be no doubt about it, They 
will choose Barabbas as the man 
to be slain. They will release Jesus 
as the man to live.” And he brought 


j|the two prisoners forth and set 


them side by side. O, the ignominy 
of it, the shame of it,—likening 
Jesus Christ to a robber! And as 
they stood there, Pilate asked the 
crowd: “Whether of the twain will 
ye that I release unto you?” Back 
came the unexpected and devastat- 
ing reply:—‘“Deliver unto us Barab- 
bas, but crucify Jesus”! 


And Pilate, who thought that he 
had escaped the individual issue, 
was face to face with Jesus Christ 
once again. He discovered that he 
could not do away with Him by 
cleverness. And so the question 
came ringing back, “What shall J 
do with Jesus which is called 
Christ?” 

some of you men and women 
have been trying to explain Him 
away. You have gone home and 
you have tried to be clever with 
your arguments, You have tried 
to be clever with your prejudice. 
You have tried to explain away 
Christ in:terms of tradition and 
philosophy. But I want to warn 
you that no one can escape Christ 
in that way. He constitutes an in- 
dividual issue. 

As a last resort, Pilate then sank 
to the lowest rung of the ladder. 
Remember that Pilate had publicly 
declared the innocence of Jesus. He 
had stood forth and said, “There 
is no cause of death in Him. I find 
no fault in Him.” But now he 
lowers himself to compromise. 

John Morley, that great English 
statesman and brilliant intellect has 
said in one of his essays that, under 
certain circumstances, compromise 
is the most immoral word in the 
English language. And John Mor- 
ley is right, for when a man com- 
pletely compromises principles for 
the sake of an escape, he is damned! 

So we see this man, who had de- 
clared the innocence of Jesus, go- 
ing back on his verdict and com- 
manding that the Saviour should 
be scourged like a criminal. And 
the Roman soldiers lashed Him 
with their whips until they created 
great furrows in His body, until 
His very bones began to show, as 
the Psalmist tells us; and bleeding 
from head to foot, Pilate sees in 
Jesus Christ a way of escape. “T’ll 
bring Him forth,” he thought to 
himself, “and I'll escape the re- 
sponsibility of crucifixion by mov- 
ing these people to pity with the 
spectacle of innocent suffering.” So 
the compromising coward brought 
Jesus forth and made Him stand in 
the Judgment Hall, bleeding from 
His scourged wounds, And with the 
confidence of an escapist and a 
quizzling, he cried: — “Behold the 
Man!” He expected the people to 
weep and to say, “Oh, save Him, 
He’s had enough!” But it did not 
happen. 

Such is sin in the human heart, 
that those angry, howling wolves 
(who represent men of all ages) 
yelled out: “We don’t care. We 
want Him crucified. Away with 
Him! Let Him be crucified!” 

And Pilate, who thought he had 


compromise, faces Christ once more. 
“What shall I do then with Jesus 
which is called Christ?” 


Oh, my friend, let me solemnly

finally evaded the great issue by 


repeat that -you will not escape 
Christ by carelessness, you will not 
get rid of Him by cowardice, you 
will not dispose of Him by clever- 
ness. You may leave this place to- 
night and go home, but as soon as 
you shut that bedroom door of 
yours, you put out that light. 
Someone will stand by your bed- 
side, And you will be conscious of 
someone challenging your heart, 
and back will come the question, 
“What shall I do then with Jesus 
which is called Christ?” 


You will get up in the morning 
and you will go down to your 
breakfast table, and as you look at 
that meal and acknowledge your in- 
debtedness to God, someone will 
stand by you and you will recog- 
nize it is Christ. 

You will go to your business; or 
it may be the office or college: but 
even amidst the rush of daily life, 
the challenge will come, “What 
shall I do then with Jesus which is 
called Christ?” 

You may go into the cinema and 
think, “Oh, after my work, I am 
going to drown the thought of 
Christ with pleasure,” but as you 
come out of that place of the Devil, 
you will find someone waiting for 
you—bleeding from His head, 
hands, feet and side, and you will 
know that you have crucified again 
the Lord Jesus Christ. You have 
joined the blood-thirsty throngs, 
crying, “Crucify Him, crucify 
Him!’ And the question will pre- 
sent itself: “What shall I do then 
with Jesus which is called Christ?” 

You may go into the public sa- 
loon and get down to liquor, but 
when your thick head gets clear 
and you begin to recover your 
senses, the renewed challenge will 
be: “What shall I do then with 
Jesus which is called Christ?” 


You may decide to. do away 
with your life and plunge into the 
river of death, and you think you 
are going to escape the issue that 
way. Never, my friend. You may 
plunge into death, but as you 
emerge on resurrection side, there 
will stand Jesus Christ: but now 
no longer your Saviour, now your 
Judge! And He will say to you, 
“Depart from me, ye cursed, into 
everlasting fire’ (Matt: 25:41). 
“What will you do then with Jesus 
which is called Christ?”’’ 

Yes, the issue is important! It is 
individual! And, finally, it is in- 
evitable: for my text reminds me 
that you have to make a decision 
—‘“‘What shall I do?” You have to 
do something. You have to act. 


The Inevitable Issue 


You say, “Ill sit still”; remem- 
ber, however, that you have done 
something. 

You say, “Ill think about it’; 
—that means that you have made 
a decision. 

You say, “I'll reject Him”;—by 
that token you have acted. 

You say, “I'll accept Him”; very 
well, you have stepped out of aim- 
lessness into new life! 

As Pilate stood before Jesus 
Christ, he had to make a decision. 
And in the final analysis; it was 
one of two decisions—either cruci- 
fy Him or crown Him. 

I hardly know how to say it. But 
do you know what Pilate did? Pi- 
late crucified Jesus Christ. 

You say, “When did he do it? 
When did he perform the dark 
deed? When did he lower himself 
to such a dastardly act? When did 
he?” My friend, when he dipped 
his hands into that bowl of water 
and washed them in assumed inno- 
cence: in that moment, he drove 
the: spikes into the Saviour’s flesh. 
He crucified Jesus Christ! 

And what happened to him? Tra- 
dition tells us that he threw him- 
self backwards from a mountain 
(it may have been Calvary), and 
broke his neck; and for all we 
know, he went to Hell. 


We must leave Pilate, however, 
and come back to the principles of 
this solemn and dramatic story. 
What was Pilate’s important, indi- 
vidual and inevitable issue is 
yours. “What will you do thenwith - 
Jesus which is called Christ?” Will 
you crucify Him, or will you crown 
Him? 

“What will you do then with 
Jesus which is called Christ?” The 
issue is inevitable:— 

What will you do with Jesus? 


Neutral you cannot be;

the subject was brought up, and I 
understand that in the argument 
that ensued a large majority de- 
cided that the Church had laid too 
much emphasis upon sin. Man’s 
however, are not God's 
thoughts. Calvary is His emphasis 
upon sin, Surely, since the sinless 
Son of God had to be made sin 
for us an over-emphasis upon sin 
is in the nature of things impos- 
sible. Wasn't it John Wesley, who, 
as he was passing into the pres- 
ence of the King, was heard whis- 
pering: 
“IT the chief of sinners am, 
But Jesus died for me!” 


Some mention will be made in 
these pages of demon possession. 
We are well aware that it is not 
a popular subject. When Dr. Ne- 
vius’s book on “Demon Possession”’ 
was published, upwards of thirty 
years ago, the editor of a noted 
yournal came out with the state- 
ment: “Here is another sample of 
how readily some men let slip the 
sheet anchor of their reason.” Yet, 
what we have seen with our own 
eyes has led us to conclude that 
the slip was not with Dr, Nevius 
but with the editor, who too readi- 
ly let slip the sheet anchor of his 
faith. We again take the liberty of 
quoting from Dr. Schofield, the 
famous Harley Street specialist. “I 
think,” he said, “those who know 
the East cannot doubt that Sa- 
tan’s power there is beyond dis- 
pute... Lunacy is a general word 
that covers any departure from 
sanity, but I think that at times it 
covers even more. My experience 
even in England goes to show, and 
I think the experience of all skilled 
men directly connected with men- 
tal diseases proves conclusively, 
that here and there one comes 
across a case that 1s evidently ‘pos- 
sessed’ by some evil spirit. I. , . am 
one who believes that such cases 
occur; and still more that the de- 
mons may and can and have been 
‘cast out’ and their victims restored 
to sanity, ...” 


Revivals in China Not “Mere 
Emotionalism” 


Different ones have termed this 
work which God has led me into as 
mere emotionalism. We make no 
defence other than to quote a few 
extracts from letters which were 
written to friends in the homeland 
by missionaries in Manchuria dur- 
ing the Revival there in 1908. 


“Hitherto I have had a horror of 
hysterics and emotionalism in re- 
ligion, and the first outbursts of 
grief from some men who prayed 
displeased me exceedingly. I didn’t 
know what was behind it all. Event- 
ually, however, it became quite 
clear that nothing but the mighty 
Spirit of God was working in the 
hearts of men.” 


‘Remember that .the Chinaman 
is the most sensitive of men to 


public opinion, that here were men, | 


and women too, running counter to 
every prejudice, in the teeth of 
cherished tradition ‘losing face,’ 
and lowering themselves in the 
public eye, and you will realize a 
little of the wonder and amaze- 
ment that filled the missionary 
body.” 


“A power has come into the 
Church we cannot control if we 
would. It is a miracle for stolid, 
self-righteous John Chinaman to go 
out of his way to confess to sins 
that no torture of the Yamen could 
force from him; for a Chinaman to 
demean himself to crave, weeping, 
the prayers of his fellow-believers 
is beyond all human explanation.” 


“We are quite overwhelmed at 
the wonder of it . . We have 
read of revivals in Wales, in India, 
and our next-door neighbor, Korea, 
but when the blessing comes down 
so fully and freely as it has done 
these past few days in our midst, 
it has a new meaning.” 


“Perhaps you say it’s a sort of 
religious hysteria, So did some of 
us when we first heard of the Re- 
vival. But here we are, about sixty 
Scottish and Irish Presbyterians 
who have seen it—all shades of 
temperament—and, much as many 
of us shrank from it at first, every 
one who has seen and heard what 
we have, every day last week, is 
certain there is only one explana- 
tion—that it is God’s Holy Spirit 
manifesting Himself in a way we 
never dreamed of. We have no 
right to criticise; we dare not. One 
clause of the Creed that lives be- 
fore us now in all its inevitable, 
awful solemnity is, ‘I believe in the 
Holy Ghost.’ ”

there is only one alternative 
to deciding for Christ: it is nailing 
Him afresh to the cross and carry- 
ing blood guiltiness back into your 
home, your business, your games, 
your everyday life, God forbid that 
this should be true of any one of 
you! 

Rather, may your eyes be opened 
to see Jesus standing at the door 
of your heart, not to condemn you, 
but to save you: standing with the 
rich gifts of pardon, forgiveness, 
power and joy. While He longs to 
enter, He will not force Himself 
upon you; but when He does come 
in, He saves arid stays for time and 
eternity. 

Say, will you invite Him in now 
and crown Him Lord of your life? 
If your answer is ‘Yes,’ then follow 
me in the prayer of response :— 


“Lord Jesus, in all my desperate 
sin and need, I come to Thee. Here 
and now, I own my stubbornness, 
my wilfulness, my rejection of 
Thee hitherto, Cleanse and forgive 
me for Thy dear name’s sake. Ap- 
ply Thy precious blood to the 
crimes of my life, and come into 
my heart to save and stay. I crown 
Thee as my Saviour and my Lord, 
Amen.”
